Starting last Friday, you don’t have to be good- 
looking to work for Abercrombie & Fitch Co. 
You'll also be able to wear eyeliner, though not 
necessarily a nose ring. 

The changes are the latest for the once 
high-flying retailer, which pioneered the sexy 
preppy look and made male models with ri- 
diculously ripped abs a billboard standard. By 
retiring the “appearance and sense of style” 
hiring rule that stipulated attractiveness, Ab- 
ercrombie is scrapping the last of the legacy of 
former Chief Executive Officer Mike Jeffries, 
who left in December. 

“We've put the customer at the center of 
the business,” said Christos Angelides, presi- 
dent of the company’s Abercrombie brand, 
who along with Fran Horowitz, the Hollister 
brand’s head, are among the internal candi- 
dates for the CEO job. 

Sitting at a conference table with Chief 
Operating Officer Jonathan Ramsden at the 
company’s wooded campus in New Albany, 
Ohio, the two presidents said that dress-code 
and other changes are part of their plan to ca- 
ter more to shoppers. For too long, they said, 
stores and clothes were tailored to Jeffries’ 
whims. 

So gone is the legendary “Look Policy” 
for employees, which banned French-tip 
manicures, certain hair-styling products and, 
among other things, mustaches. Clerks will 
be referred to as brand representatives, not 
models. They still can’t wear extreme makeup 
or jewelry, but the rules are gentler. The idea 
is that sales forces should focus on selling, 
not on obsessing over their level of accepted 
handsomeness. 

“Inevitably, there’s still some people won- 
dering what’s going to happen,” Ramsden 
said. But “things are running along—there’s a 
clear sense of what needs to be done.” 

Sales in established stores have fallen in six 
of the past eight years. Abercrombie profit 
shrank 5.1 percent in 2014 and same-store 
sales tumbled ro percent last quarter, which 
included the holiday season. 

The company’s switched things up in the past 
year in A&F and Hollister stores, turning up the 
lights, turning down the music and cutting way 
back on the level of Fierce and other colognes 
shoppers are forced to breathe. “We exist to 
serve shareholders,” Chairman Arthur Marti- 
nez said, “but if we don’t serve the customer, the 
shareholders will never get rewarded.” 

Managers can decide where and how prod- 
ucts are displayed, which was once unimagi- 
nable. When new stores open, shirtless hunky 
young men no longer greet patrons outside.

LAWSUIT OVER ‘LOOK POLICY’ 

The company was mocked for the “Look Policy,” and sued over how 
it was implemented. U.S. Supreme Court justices heard arguments in 
February in the case of Samantha Elauf, a Muslim teenager who was 
denied a job because she wore a head scarf. Abercrombie agreed to 
pay $71,000 to settle two suits similar to Elauf’s in California in 2013. 
In her case, the company argued its actions were legal because it 
didn’t have “actual knowledge” that Elauf wore the scarf for religious 
reasons. A federal appeals court sided with Abercrombie, and Elauf 


appealed to the high court. 


In fact, by the end of July, sexualized market- 
ing images will be gone from shopping bags, 
in-store photos and gift cards. 

But the retailer can’t go too far too fast, 
Horowitz said. “We do have very strong, icon- 
ic brands, and our intent is to make sure that 
we keep the spirit of those things alive while 
modernizing what’s happening here.” 

Changes were visible at test stores behind 
unmarked doors across the campus, where 
strikingly young employees zipped from the 
cafeteria to peripheral buildings on Razor 
scooters. A Jennifer Lopez song played over 
loudspeakers in one test store, a departure 
from the thumping house music of the past. 

Abandoning the dress code and brightening 
the lighting in stores are necessary steps, but 


they’re not as important as the product line, 
said Howard Tubin, a Guggenheim Securities 
LLC analyst. For one thing, he said, Hollis- 
ter, aimed at younger teens with a Southern 
California influence, needs to develop a look 
that’s more distinct from A&F offerings. 

“They need to drive traffic with new and in- 
teresting and innovative product—that hasn’t 
been the case in the last few years,” Tubin 
said. Abercrombie has slid 20 percent this 
year, compared with a 2.6 percent gain for the 
Standard & Poor’s 500 Index. 

Its comeback “is going to be a process,” 
Ramsden said. “We'll fine-tune some things 
going forward. The important point is there’s 
a strong conviction we’re going down the 
right path.”

Last year, the company stripped 
him of his chairman role, brought in 
Christos Angelides, president of the 
Abercrombie brand, and Fran Horowitz, 
the Hollister brand’s head, to differenti- 
ate the two brands, and promoted Chief 
Operating Officer Jonathan Ramsden. 
The trio is running the company along 
with Chairman Arthur Martinez.

Doctors warn of teen 
binge drinking at Lolla

Lollapalooza is known as much for its music 
as it is for costly park damage, outlandish hap- 
penings and surprise attendees. 

But it’s also known for all the under-21s who 
attend, and the smorgasbord of drugs and 
booze ingested during the three-day festival in 
Grant Park. 

So findings by a team of doctors at Lurie Chil- 
dren’s Hospital showing a spike in intoxicated 
teen girls visiting the hospital’s emergency room 
on Lolla weekend should not shock anyone. 

“Teenage binge drinking at this festival is 
definitely a public health issue,” Dr. Robert 
Tanz, a pediatrician at Lurie and pediatrics 
professor at Northwestern University, said in a 
statement announcing the study. 

Officials with the hospital will present their

findings Monday to the Pediatric Academic 
Societies conference. 

The fact that many of the drunk festival at- 
tendees who visited the ER last summer were 
teen girls raises other concerns, said Dr. Sarah 
McAndrew, a chief resident at the hospital. 
Girls and young women in such a state are vul- 
nerable to sexual assault, she said. 

McAndrew worked the ER during last year’s 
festival. “It was pretty crazy,” she said. “Late at 
night, there was room after room of kids that 
came after Lollapalooza.” 

Nine teens had to be admitted overnight be- 
cause of alcohol abuse. 

While attendees are searched before they 
enter Grant Park, researchers think many of 
the teens had alcohol with them or drank heav- 
ily before entering.

Rescue efforts continue 
as quake death toll rises 


KATHMANDU, Nepal The death toll from Ne- 
pal’s earthquake rose to 3,218 on Monday, two 
days after the massive quake ripped across 
this Himalayan nation, leaving tens of thou- 
sands shell-shocked and sleeping in streets. 

Aid groups received the first word from 
remote mountain villages—reports that sug- 
gested many communities perched on moun- 
tainsides were devastated or struggling to 
cope. 

“Villages like this are routinely affected by 
landslides, and it’s not uncommon for entire 
villages of 200, 300, up to 1,000 people to be 
completely buried by rock falls,” said Matt 
Darvas, a member of the aid group World Vi- 
sion. “It will likely be helicopter access only.” 

Saturday’s magnitude 7.8 earthquake spread 
horror from Kathmandu to small villages and 
to the slopes of Mount Everest, triggering an 
avalanche that buried part of the base camp 
packed with foreign climbers preparing to 


make their summit attempts. At least 18 peo- 
ple died there and 61 were injured. 

Deputy Inspector General of Police Komal 
Singh Bam said Monday that the death toll 
had risen to 3,218 people but he gave no fur- 
ther details. Another 61 people were killed 
in neighboring India. China reported that 20 
people had died in Tibet. 

Kathmandu district chief administrator 
Ek Narayan Aryal said tents and water were 
being handed out Monday at 10 locations in 
Kathmandu, but that aftershocks were leav- 
ing everyone jittery. 

“There have been nearly 100 earthquakes 
and aftershocks, which is making rescue work 
difficult. Even the rescuers are scared and 
running because of them,” he said. 

Tens of thousands spent the night sleeping 
in parks or ona golf course. Others camped in 
open squares lined by cracked buildings and 
piles of rubble.

one thing I think we could do a lot better is 
offensive rebound.
